RESULT OF OFFICIAL INQUIRY 


STARKLOFF TO REQUEST HIS AND 
TAYLOR’S RESIGNATIONS. 


Mayor Declared to Post-Dispatch That 
Finding of Commission Is Final 
~—Ravold Refuses to Discuss 
the Decision. 


DR. AMAND RAVOLD. 


Responsibility for the deaths of 13 chil- 
dren from tetanus, following the use of 
diphtheria antitoxin furnished by the city, 
has béen offic'ally placed on Dr. Amand 
Ravoid, city i 


vacteriologist. 

After reviewing the evidence at the recent 
inquiry by a commission from the Council 

d Board of Health, the board Wednesday 
prnoon voted to dismiss from its service 

Dr. Ravold and Henry R. Tavior, the Jatter 
the negro janitor of the bacteriological of- 
fice. 

At 2 p. m. Health Commissioner Starkloff 
dismissed both Dr. Ravold and Janitor 
Taylor. 

The board was in session five hours, and 
members of the Council who had served on 
the commission which inquired into’ the 
tetanus deaths were also present. 

The members of the Council will report 
the action of the board to the Council at 
its meeting Friday afternoon. As _inde- 
pendent verdicts are to be rendered by the 
Council and board, the Council will have 
an opportunity to approve or disapprove 
the board's act. ) 

When seen by the Post-Dispatch Thurs- 
day morring Dr. Ravold said he had not 
geen the findings of the tetanus court and 
that he did not care to discuss them. He 
said that he had no public statement to 
make whatever. 


Finding of the 
Board of Inquiry. 

The finding of the board of inquiry was 
as follows: 

Pursuant to the resolution adopted by the board 
of health on Nov. 25, 1901, in reference to investi- 
gating the responsibility of the health department 
as charged in the coroner's verdict in regard to the 
deaths from the use of diphtheria ant‘toxin, pre- 
pared and distributed gratuitously by the city, the | 
board, after having mede, jointly with a commit- 
tee of the City Counet!, a searching and complete 
investigation of the matter, does find: 

1. That the diphtheria antitox:n heretofore ie- 
sued by the city was prepared, bottled and dis- 
tributed by and under the supervis'on of Dr, Amand 
Ravold, who was employed by the bealth commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the board of health, 
in 1804, as consulting bacteriologist, and to have 
charge of the preparation and distribution of d ph- 
theria antitexin, and that he was responsible for 
the quality of material so prepared and distributed. 

2. That a horse kept by the city under the sn- 
pervision of Lr. Ravold, as a producer of diph- 

¢ theria uantitoxin serum, was bied by him Sept. 
28, 1901, and on Oct. 2 was found to have tetanus 
and was killed. 

3. From Dr. Amand Ravold's testimony, the 
poisonous character of the scrum from this bleed- 
tug of Sept. 29 was known to him, but he failed 
t® cause the serum to be destroyed. 

4. That ,owing to this ivexcnsable negligence, the 
poisonous seftm was, in part, botiled and issued 
to physicians between Oct. 10 dnd Oct. 28, with 
the deplorable results wh ch instigated the coroner's 
investigation. 

6. That the bottling of the serum proven to be 
poisonous was cone by Henry Taylor, who was 
Janitor of the city chemist’s office and assistant. 
at the time, t© Dr. Ravold in the work of prepar- 
ing the serum for issuance. 

6, That it docs not appear that Ienry Taylor 
Was aware of tho poleonous character of the serum 


at the. time, but that his course is reprehena|b'e 
fm that be olscured and retarded the ituvestigation | 
by conflicting statements under oath. 

Ia view of the foregoing finding, the board ree- 
emmends that Dr. Aupand Ravold and Heury Tay- 
lor be diseniesed from the bahia: of the health 
department. 

And the board forther sensmainends that the city 
do not hereafter manufacture diphtheria antitoxin.

After Attack on Sister. 


MRS. BRADY'S ARM BROKEN 


HOUSEWOMAN STRUCK HER WITH 
SHOVEL, SHE SAYS. 


She Fell Against Invalid Sister, Who 
Witnessed Attack, and Mrs. War- 
ren Toppled to Floor and 
Expired Later. 


The death of Mrs. E. A. Warren, whose 
funeral occurred Thursday afternoon from 
her late residence, 3418 Washington avenue, 
resulted from an attack made upon her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Susan E. Brady, by a discharged 
housewoman. 

Mrs. Brady's right arm is broken. 

With Mrs. Warren and Mrs. Brady lived 
another sister, Mrs. Julia B. Edgar. The 
sisters have been alone in the world for a 
number of years. 

Mrs. Warren, the eldest, was 72 years old. 
She had been an invalid for some time and 
was extremely feeble. 

The management of the household de- 
volved upon Mrs. Brady. It was she who 
hired the help and looked after the comfort 
of her ‘ess able-bodied sisters. 

Three weeks ago Wednesday, on Jan. 
Mrs. Brady hired as housemaid Mary Alex- 
ander, colored, who proffered her services 
in answer to an advertisement. 

‘“T soon found the woman incompetent, a's 
said Mrs. Brady Thursday, ‘and deter- 
mined to discharge her. In the dining room 
with me was my sister, Mrs. Warren. I 
called Mary in and told her that her con- 
nection with the household would end that 
evening. 

Struck at Her Employer 

With a Coal Shovel. 

“She grew very impudent, and when I! 
remonstrated with her for this she flew 
into a violent rage. Then her language 
became frightful, and in the heat of her 
passion she grabbed a heavy coal shovel 
and struck at my head. 

“She was a powerful woman. I threw 
my right arm up and across my head and 
face and caught the blow full upon it. The 
force was such as to snap the bone. 

“TI staggered back and in doing so brushed 
against Mrs. Warren, and in her ‘weakened 
state she was toppled over. A tendon was 
snapped in her leg. 

‘The axtending physician assured us that 
while the accident might not have caused 
serious results in a younger or more vigor- 
ous person, it was the cause of my sister's 
death Tuesday. 

‘We have done nothing toward prosecut- 
ing the Alexander wdman, and I cannot 
say that we will do anything. I don’t even 
know where she can be found.’’ 

Mrs. Warren was an active member of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church, and the 
funeral services Thursday afternoon are in 
charge of members of that congregation. 
The interment is in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery. 
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the poisonous quality of the serum, but for 
conflicting statements under oath, by which 
he hindered the progress of the inquiry. 

The board discussed the probable effect 
of its verdict on the Chicago drainage canal 
litigation, in which Dr. Ravold is a prom- 
inent witness for the city. lt was decided 
that no unfavorable effect was to be feared 
in the case. The discharge of Dr. Ravold 
from the health department will not pre- 
vent his continued employment by the city 
in the Chicago canal case, in which he has 
worked as an expert assistant of the city 
counselor. 

Dr. Ravold says that he sent in his resig- 
nation Feb. 3 because of a conflict between 
the hours of his work for the city and the 
time for his lectures. He says that the 
resignation was not accepted, but that he 
anticipated his discharge. 

“A scapegoat was needed,”’ said Dr. 
Ravold, ‘and I supposed I would be the man 
chosen. I regret Taylor’s discharge, as he 
was a faithful man and as loss of employ- 
ment will be a hardship to him.” 


MAYOR DECLARES THE 
DECISION IS FINAL. 


Mayor Wells said to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday morning that the finding of the 
board of health in the tetanus investigation 
was final. 


“We deliberated over the matter very 
carefully, and went into the subject thor- 
oughly, and the report we agreed on 
Wednesday evening represents our con- 
clusions in the matter. 

“Il sat aS a@ member of the board of 
health. The special committee of the 
Council is a sepacate body and will make 
a report to the Council. Possibly is may 
present a different report, or a report dif- 
fering in some respects from ours. Ot 
course, I cannot say as to that. 

“We found that D. Ravold was inex- 
cusably negligent and recommended his dis- 
charge.

words ‘inexcusably negli- 
ent We did not find him crim- 
oe negligent. I do not believe that Dr. 
Ravold was criminally negligent, that he 
deliberately allowed the infected anti-toxin 
to be issued, knowing that it wouid cause 
the death, and I havent heard anybody 
else savy he believed so. 

“As far as the board of health is con- 
cerned, there will be no criminal prosecu- 
tion of Dr. Ravold or his assistants.’

BANKS TRY TO 
SAVE DEPOSITS 


Will Pay Interest on All 
Daily Balances. 


TRUST COMPANY COMPETITION 


WAS GETTING ALL THE BIG DE- 
POSITORS’ ACCOUNTS. 


Under Supreme Court Decision Trust 
Company Business on Banking 
Lines Had to Be Accompanied 
by Interest Payment. 


Three St. Louis banks will pay interest 


on daily deposits hereafter. 


The Franklin Bank and the German Sav- 
ings Institute will pay 2 per cent. The State 
Bank will ‘“‘pay interest on daily balances 


Non certain kinds of accounts to be deter- 


mined by the officers of the bank.”” The 
trust company is responsible for these an- 


nouncements. 

Depositors have been attracted to the 
trust companies by 2 to 4 per cent. interest 
paid on current accounts. The president of 
a St. Louis bank told the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday morning that the deposits of the 
St. Louis trust companies have increased 
while the bank deposits have 
inc reased only 10 per cent. 

‘We simply wish to afford our depositors 
the same advantages that the trust com- 
panies do,"’ President G. W. Garrells of the 
Franklin Bank said to the Post-Dispatch. 
“The trust companies have invaded the 
banking field and are doing a large quantity 
of business that was formerly done by the 
banks. We wish to secure deposits now go- 
ing to trust compahies, and so we come out 
openly and offer to pay interest on daily 
deposits the same as they do. 

“The trust companies now sell foreign ex- 
change, issue letters of credit, in fact, do 
almost everything a bank does, except loan 
money on personal notes, and that is the 
least desirable feature of the banking busi- 
ness, 


Supreme Court 

Opened Trust Company Doors. 

“There is one thing, however, that the 
trust companies do not do. That is, they do 
not keep cash reserves for their bank de- 
posits, but rely on the banks with which 
they deposit to hold the reserve for the com- 
bined deposit of the bank and trust com- 
pany. 

“The trust companies have invaded the 
banking field under a decision of the Su- 


preme Court reported in the 144th Missouri, 
page 662. This decision says: 

“*A trust company under the laws of 
Missouri can not receive money by way of 
general deposits and pay them out on de- 
mand ‘on the check of depositor in such a 
way as to establigh the relation of debtor 
and creditor between the trust company and 
the depositor. Nor can a trust company 
receive money in exchange for its credit in 
the way a bank does. But it can receive 
money on deposit by paying interest there- 
on, and such deposits may be payable on 
demand, on checks, written orders or by any 
other convenient method.’ 

“By this decision if a trust company pays 
interest on deposits, it may enter the bank- 
ing buisness. 

“The combined capital,of the trust com- 
panies in St. Louis is now double the com- 
bined capital of the St. Louis banks.” 

Cashier Hospes of the German Savings 
Institute said the trust companies are re- 
sponsible for the action of his bank in ref- 
erence to daily deposits. 

Other banks are expected to follow in the 
footsteps of the Franklin, German Savings 
and State Banks.

DE WET’S DARING PREVAILED 


CIRCLE OF BRITISH GUNS FIFTY 
MILES IN LENGTH. 


The Plucky Boers Caught as in a Net 
Exposed to a Merciless Fire, but 
Finally Found a Way to Es- 
cape From the Trap.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The detailed accounts 
which have just reached here of Lord 
Kitchener's combined movement to drive 
out the Boers from the enclosure of b!lock- 
house lines show that the conflict was very 
picturesque and the most exciting incident 
(of the whole campaign. Although appar- 
ently surounded by an impenetrable ring 
of fire and steel, the Boers’ dauntless brav- 
ery and dashing charges ultimately result- 
ed in the gnajority’s escape from the meshes 
of Lord Kitchener's close-drawn net. 

The British commander's scheme was the 
most extensive ever carried out during the 
present war. It consisted of a continuous 
line over 50 miles in length. Lord Kitch- 
ener, who personally directed operations, 
was in close touch day and night with ey- 
ery detail of the movement.

Throughout the five hours a fearful 
ring of fire from rifles, cannon and pcom- 
poms swept along the British lines, in hold- 
ing De Wet's Boers, who made repeated 
attempts to break out of the cire'e of 


troops From various positions, behind 
rocks and dongas, the Boers kept up a vig- 
orous fusilade, hoping to find a weak s ot 
in the line. Simultaneously others charged 
but again and again were the Boers re- 
pulsed, leaving dead, wounded and pris- 
oners in the hands of the British.

in most women, combined with the resent- 
ful, if half admitted belief, that it is the 
destiny of one woman in particular to be 
the center of a thrilling mental experience— 
all these causes often lead women, after 
the hopes and dreams of youth are past; 
even those happily married and highly cir- 
cumstanced, to commit acts which puzzle 
the world and in which the man is little 
more than a peg. Sometimes it is not a 


‘Man, but a book. We have recently had 


offered to us the spectacle of middle-aged, 
middle-class and indutiable virtuous Brit- 
ish matron pouring the torrential green- 
sickness of ‘her bursting brain into the most 
unpleasant and inartistically frank novel 
ever written. The lawless women of the 
class above her the world over find dis- 
traction in gallantry; others marry men half 
their age, others travel madly, intrigue po- 
liticaliy, bet on the races, drink, become 
cigarette fiends. All of them are blindly 
seeking happiness and dramatic excite- 
ment, and the older they grow the more 
restlessly and uneasily do they seek the 
chance of a first or last grand passion. 

Women who have been exemplary and 
helpful wives, devoted mothers in the, most 
enlightened and fortunate social class sud- 
denly begin to gamble with domestic hap- 
piness and position, are not infrequently 
shipwrecked. 

What, therefore, could be expected of an 

ignorant woman like Mrs. Soffel, bored, 
no doubt, to extinction by the unillumi- 
mated sordidness of life with the warden 
of a prison, her natural sentimentality kept 
in active operation by the tragedies about 
her; perhaps of an hysterical habit; cer- 
tainly not endowed with brain enough to 
lose her wretched little personality in the 
Output of great minds; looking forward to 
nothing but three or four decades of small 
and commonplace interests—what wonder 
that the time came when she suddenly suc- 
cumbed to the magnetism and more or less 
Subtle skill of a handsome and desperate 
@coundrel? 
’ It is is no use to preach these women 
Should be utterly content with their lot. 
‘They are not. That is the end of it. It is 
Waste of time to admonish them to keep to 
the straight and narrow way, regardless of 
temptation, and gnawing imagination. They 
Won't. It is high time to see life as it is, 
mot as it ought to be. We Anglo-Saxons 
have a ridiculous and entirely bourgeous 
habit of looking at life through the pages 
of our most literary and anemic fictionists. 
And we take life altogether too seriously. 
But that is wandering from the subject. 
The point is that Mrs. Soffel’s performance, 
foolish, criminal and lamentable as it was, 
contains no element of mystery. Varying 
the program, she did what millions have 
done before her and millions will do again— 
unless conditions work great changes in 
human nature and impulse; what millions 
@re doing at the present moment, using 
their intelligence to keep within the limits 
of the law.

LEG BROKEN IN THE FALL 


BIG FOUR YARD OFFICE IN EAST 
8T. LOUIS AFLAME,. 


The Mascot Dog That Blew in With 
the Big Cyclone of 1896 Perished 
in a Room Upstairs. 


Telegraph Operator George V. Ryan suf- 
fered a severe fracture of his left leg, near 
the ankle, by jumping from a second-story 
window of the Big Four yard office in East 
Bt. Louis, while the structure was burning, 


The three-story frame building was com- 
pletely destroyed, entailing a loss of about 
32500. The fire was caused by the explosion 
of a lamp. 

Frederick Newman, the night yard clerk, 
was in the office on the ground floor, and 
s0 rapidly did the fire spread that he was 
compelled to leap from the window. 

The only fatality was suffered by ‘Nell,’ 
the mascot dog of the Big Four yards. 
‘‘Nell” had a remarkable history. She lit- 
erally ‘“‘blew in’’ at the premises. 

The great cyclone of 1896, which wrecked 
the former yard office and most of the other 
buildings in the vicinity, blew this big dog 
into the yards. She alighted near the site 
of the yard office. 

No one knew whence came the dog, but 
all were kind to her, and when the office 
was rebuilt she was given a place to sleep 
in the building. Tne men adopted her as 
the vard mascot and, named her “Nell.” 
She was fed and cared for by the em- 
proven. who became deeply attached to 

er 


‘‘Nell” was shut up in the office of Night 
Yardmaster Thomas Burns on the second 
floor when the fire started, at 5 o'clock in 
the morning. The flames spread so rapid- 
ly that she could not be rescued, though 
Mr. Burns, who was outdoors, made an at- 
tempt to reach her. 

Joseph Steiner, the night call boy, was 
eweeping out the lower hallway. He had 
Bet a lighted lamp upon the banister

Immediately the flames shot up the 
Stairway. Night Operator Ryan could not 
escape down the stairs and was compelled 
to jump.

Maj. Godwin Is in the Seventh Cavalry, 
United States Army, and Spent 
Years on Indian Post 
Duty. 


Secretary of War Root has appointed 
Maj. Edward A. Godwin to have charge 
of the Jefferson Guards at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair grounds.

LONG RECORD OF CRIME. 


George Durden Finally Sent to Prison 
for Life. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CAIRO, Ill., Feb. 13.—The trial and con- 
viction of George Durden, the negro, just 
ended yesterday in the Pulaski County 
Court at Mound City, has completed the 
public career of one of the most dangerous 
and shrewdest criminals that the State of 
lilinois has known since the territorial 
days. The murder of two women and five 
men are charged to his account, as well as 
numerous burglaries, larcenies and highway 
robberies. One of his victims was a wom- 
an who was found dead in Cairo some years 
ago with her throat cut from ear to ear. 
Aithough the police were confident thht 
Durden was the perpetrator of the crime, 
yet he had covered ‘his tracks so com- 
pletely that no conclusive evidence could be 
tained and therefore he was not prose- 
cuted. He was tried in the Perry County 
Court for murder three years ago, but the 
jury released him on the doctrine of a rea. 
sonable doubt. Again he was tried in Vien- 
na, Ill., for the murder of a woman and 
in the jury found him not guilty because 
of the reasonable doubt theory. it is rea- 
sonably certain that he kiHed others than 
for whose murder he has been 
brought to trial. By his shrewdness and 
cunning he managed to avoid prosecution 
umtil the murder of Marshal eleman, a 
highly res ted white resident of Villa 
Ridge, on Jan. 26, 1900. He was first put on 
trial for this crime in January, 1901, which 
resulted in conviction and a verdict of 
death. On the grounds of a writ or error 
the case was reversed and remanded by the 
Supreme Court for retrial, and yesterday 
the jury, after measty a week's hearing of 
the case, convicted him and he was sen- 
tenced by Judge J. P. Roberts to the pen- 
itentiary for life.

I 
think we have a strong case and are on the 
right track to catch the other two persons 
implicated in the robbery. 

Savigiac stated to the authorities that 
he was until recently employed by a St. 
Louls house as a traveling salesman and at 
one time was engaged in business with 
Charles Meyers, his fellow prisoner.

Two watchmen, Lee Phillipot and A. J. 
Eastep and the fireman of the bu!lding, 
were Sound. gagged and tied by four men, 
who covered them with revolvers, 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing when the rubbers arrived and the safe, 
from which was taken $12,000 in cash, was 
not blown until several hours afterward. 
Nitroglycerine was used. 

No one save Phillipot and his companions 
saw the robbers and at the time these 
men were not positive, they said, that they 
could identify them. 

Some days later Isaac Hughes, an em- 
ploye of the stockyards, was arrested, but 
the instance of Phillipot and Eastep. 

He was released at the preliminary ex- 
amination, 


ASSASSINS OF KING HUMBERT 


New York Police Say Plot Was Laid 
There by Count Malatesta, An- 
archist Leader. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The police are of 
the opinion that the murder of King Hum- 
bert of Italy was planned in this city. They 
have so reported to Baron Fava, the Italian 
minister, giving names and dates. 

Just four months to a day before the as- 
sassination of King Humbert, according to 
this report, the crime was planned in this 


city. It was at a meeting of anarchists 
held at a hotel owned by an Italian who 
has since died.’ That meeting was called 
by Malatesta, who presided. Among others 
present were Gaetano Bresci, Guido Canovo, 
the Grazzini brothers, and the Blatto broth- 
ers, who are now fugitives, believed to be 
in Colorado. Incendiary speeches were 
made, and the assertion was shouted that 
King Humbert must die. 

Just at the close of the meeting Bresci 
volunteered his services, taying he was 
ready to make the sacrifice. or this he 
was Youdly applauded, and Malatesta _prom- 
ised to return to Europe to watch the situ- 
ation and send word when the time was 
ripe for the blow. Both Bresci and Mala- 
testa kept their word, and King Humbert 
died the death that-was planned for him in 
New York. 

The report goes on to say that man 
other meetings in various cities were - 
dressed by Malatesta when he was in hid- 
ing in this country. At these meetings, it 
is charged, murder was preached and plans 
laid for the assassination of the King of 
Italy, as well as the heads of other foreign 
governments. °

Turner’s ‘‘quarter house,’’ where the fight 
occurred, has been the scesie of many a hard 
fight. and 53 men haro been killed there in 
the past 10 years, not including those shot 
last night. The saloon was built of heavy 
logs and holes were cut through the cracks 
for rifles. Around the saloon was a plank 
barricade 40 feet high. It was plated with 
@ steel on the inside. A large amount of arms 
@ and ammunition was always kept in the 
& place. 
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FOPOCSE SOSH OOS OS 
MIDDLESBORO, Ky., Feb. 13.—Accord- 
ing to the latest reports from the scene of 
yesterday’s fight at Lee Turner’s **Quar- 
terhouse,”’ in Bell County, three and a halt 
miles from this city, between officers and 
citizens of Middlesboro and mountaineers, 
friends of the Turners, nine men were 
killed in the conflict. The dead are: 
JOHN DOYLE, deputy sheriff. 
CHARLES CECIL, deputy sheriff, and 
the following mountaineers: 
Charles Dye, negro; Marsh Wilson, Perry 


Watson, Frank Johnson, Turner’s barten- 
der; Welch, Turner’s chief lieutenant; Jim 
Prado and a man named Hopper. 
John Doyle of the officers’ posse was 
morta'ly wounded. It is also claimed that 
an unknown moonshiner perished in the 
flames when Turner’s saloon was burned, 
and several other persons are reported to 
have been burned to death, although there 
is no confirmation of this rumor. 
Over 60 men were engaged in the conflict. 
The officers’ posse, it is claimed, num- 
bered 40 and they were opposed by 32 moun- 
taineers. Lee Turner, who is now at Min- 
go senna, denies that he took part in the 
gnt. , 


It is stated that he has called 50 of his 
friends together to avenge the death of his 
companions and to resist any attempt 
which may be made by the officers to ar- 
rest him or any members of the mountain- 
eers who took part in the fight. 

Last month Turner had some mules and 
other goods levied on to satisfy a debt, and 
a few nights ago he, with others, went to 
Virginia, where the property was taken, 
secured what was formerly his and re- 
turned to the “quarter house.” 

Yesterday Deputy Sheriff Thompson sum- 
moned a posse of 10 or 15 men for the pur- 

ose of arresting Turner at his quarter- 
foues saloon. The Louisville & Nashville 
refused to convey the officers to the sa- 
loon and they footed it through the moun- 
tains. Turner had heard that an attempt 
would be made to arrest him, and ‘he and 
his men, 15 in number, gave the officers a 
warm reception. The saloon is well suited 
for defense against an attack like this. It 
is built of huge logs and is surrounded by a 
%)-foot fence, in which lvopholes. are cut 
so that the inmates can skoot at outsiders. 

Turner’s surrender was demand-d. His 
reniv was a round of shot. Charles Cecil of 
Middleboro was riding a_ horse in plain 
view of the Turner gang. Some one, who is 
believed to have been Mike Welch, Turn- 
er’s bartender, raised a window of the log 
dive and shot Cecil, who fell dead. _ In- 
etantly the murderer fell back, pierced by 
half a dozen bullets. 

Then the firing began in earnest. The 
officers scattered and. hiding hehind trees, 
and rocks, the poured a ga'ling fire into 
the mountain fortress. In the firht John 
Doyle. a former railread man. was hadly 
wounded, perhaps fatally. and Simon B an, 
another ex-railreader, was shot in the 
hand. The town mer g?thered closer around 
Turner's place, undajinted by the shot 
which whizzed around them. 

As soon as Cecil was k'lled his comp?n- 
ions determined to burn Turner’s rendez- 
vous. and tn the midst of the battle s«me- 
one applied a torch to an exposed side of 
the building. A few minutes later the 
building was in flames. Several of the 
mountaineers came to the windows ard 
were immediately shot down. The pose 
surrounded the barricade, determined to le’ 
none escape. Lee Turner and several of 
his friends escaped and are now at M ngo 
mines, eight miles from Middlesboro. Sev- 
eral of his men perished in the flames.

American, says that the 
measures which we call avoirdupois are 
derived from the 1 foot ¢ube; and the troy 
and apothecaries’ wefghts and measures afe 
derived from the 1-foot sphere, the grain 
being 0.904 cubic inch of water, and 250 
grains in the cubic inch of water. 

The 1-foot sphere is pecullar. It ts 3.1416 
feet in circumference. It has a 
surface of 3.1416 square feet. It will con- 
tain the wine pint of 288 cubic Inches 
31.416 times. It will contain 31.416 apothe- 
caries’ pounds of water and 31.416 troy par- 
cels of wheat or 5.760 grains to the parcel.

HIS ADVICE NOT FOLLOWED 


ROOT SAID TO HAVE THE PRESI- 
DENT’S EAR. 


The Secretary of State Reported to 
Suffer Chagrin Because He Has 
Was Not Consulted About 
Prince Henry’s Visit. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. — Secretary 
Gay's retirement from the cabinet is be- 
lieved by persons who are familiar with 
recent diplomatic events to be a matter of 
only a few weeks. 

The secretary is known to be chagrined 
over the proposed trip of Prince Henry of 
Prussia, not only because he was not con- 
sulted before President Roosevelt indicated 
to the German ambassador that Prince 
Henry would be extended a cordial wel- 
come, but because he regards the who.e 
proceeding with discontent. | 

The President has done many things since 
he came ‘to Washington last September 
that have been displeasing to Mr. Hay. He 
has developed an independence of thcu.ht 
and action which are ail the more remark- 
able because the secretagy of state was not 
taken into his confidence beforehani. 

The President has adopted new lines of 
diplomacy that diverge widely from those 
followed by Mr. Hay during the last ad- 
ministration. He has exh.bited a tendency 
to extend «a cordial friendship to the 1ep- 
resentatives of ail the powers, and not con- 
fine those atventions to one representative. 

The. secretary's influence in the cabinet 
for severai months past has not been equal 
not been aple to get in touch with the Pres- 
Lo nis pOsmiuion, lur tne reason inact ne has 
idet.'s poucy. it is believed that his re- 
tirement wii: be announced pefore tae ci0se 
of March. His fr.enus are agreed that he is 
ready to step out whenever the President 
is ready to ful his place. 

In view of the proceedings which were 
observed in the cases of Secretary Gage 
and Postmasier-General Smith, it is not 
improbable thai Secretary Hay's resigna- 
tion is now in the hands of the President. 

The recent wedding breakiast episode in 
which ail his colieagues of the cabinet fig- 
ured to their own disadvantage has serious- 
ly strained his personal rejations with those 
colleagues. There is another reason why 
the secretary is believed to have a desire 
to resign. Who his successor wii] be is 
largely a matter of conjecture, but the 
general belief in Washington has been and 
is that Secretary of War Root will be pro- 
moted from ‘his present position to the state 
portfolio. 

Secretary Root is in complete sympathy 

th the President's policy. Coming into 
the cabinet, as he did, after ihe war with 
Spain, he has none of the prejudices or 
dislikes which grew out of that period. He 
was, perhaps, the only member of the cabi- 
net aside from Attorney-General Knox who 
was taken into the President's confidence 
about the coming visit of Prince Henry. and 
itis known that he fully approved the Pres- 
ident’s plans. Mr. Hay, on the other hand, 
is believed to regard them with disapproval. 


FAT PAY FOR AN OLD MAN 


Importers Claim Appraiser Who Is 80

It is proposed to 
change. the law so that removals can be 
made only after hearings.

KIEL, Prussia, Feb. 13.—Mayor Low of 
New York has cabled to Prince Henry of 
Prussia saying that Herr Wiegand, direc- 
tor-general of the North German Lloyd 
Line, thinks that unless the Kron Prinz 
Wi'helm sails from Bremen earlier than 
8 o'clock Saturday afternoon she will not 
be able to arrive at New York owing to 
the rough weather which prevails at this 
season of the year, until late in the after- 
noon of Feb. 22, too late for the ceremony 
of the municipal welcome and the presen- 
tation to the prince of the freedom of the 
city of New York. When asked if the 
steamer could not leave Bremen at an early 
hour Prince Heury replied that he was un- 
able to change the sailing hour of the 
Kron Prinz Wilhelm; but he said she would 
do her best to reach New York early on 
Saturday, Feb. 22. The Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm is not chartered by Prince Henry. 
He and his party go simply as passengers 
and it is too late now to notify the hun- 
dreds of other passengers that the steamer 


announced, as she would have to do in 


order to catch the tide. 

Herr Wiegand's view of the case Is not 
shared by the commander of the Kron 
Pring Wilhelm.

Association Says No Speed 
Records Stand Unless ° 
Pools Are Sold. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—At a meeting of 
the National Trotting Congress held yes- 
'terday in this city several changes in the 
trotting rules were adopted. A 

Among the important alterations was one 
defining a “public race.” No records are 
to be allowed under it except when made 
‘fn such a contest. The list of changes: 
| The following was added to rule 44, by a 
vote of 272 to 12: 

“Records can not be made or bars in- 
curred in trials of speed where there is no 
poolselling, bookmaking or other public 
betting on the.event, no money competed 


‘competing horses, no admission fee to the 


ate or grandstand and no privileges of 
Say kind sold. Such performances shali 
no. be considered puniic races. 

A new rule (16, section 1), referring to 
disqualification, wes adopted. It prov.des: 

‘Owners who start horses; riders or dviv- 
‘ers who ride or drive, and all horses started 
at meetings conducted by persons under 
"penalty by either the Nationa: ‘Trotting AS- 
'sociation or the American Trotting Asso- 
‘ciation, shall, by operation of the rules, be 
henceforth disqualified from the right to 
compete on grounds of members, which dis- 

valification may be removed onty by or- 

er of the board of review, and upon pay- 
ment of a fine of $100, to go to the associa- 
tion, the fine to apply to the horse or horses 
disqualified, regardless of any change of 
ownership.’ 

Another change provides that written or 
telegraphic notice for the drawing of a 
horse shall be given, instead of the oral 
notice sometimes — im the past. An- 
other change provides that no heat shall be 
called after sunset. 

Rule 24, section 2, was amended so as not 
to permit any person interested in any 
horse in a race to act “in any oficial ca- 
pacity in that race.” This is broader than 
the recommendation of the conference, 
which mentioned only ‘‘judges and timers.” 

Rule 31 was amend so as to allow 
printed conditions of a race to areenge for 
other than the usual number of heats.

Mr. A. G. Spalding’s pet idea of having a 
uniform code of playing rules for all base- 
ball leagues seems to enjoy the same want 
of popularity as ‘his candidacy for the Na- 
tional League presidency. This, too, in the 
face of the fact that a president and a uni- 
form code are both eminently to be de- 
sired at the present time 

The baseball world in general is having a 
large laugh over the antics of the Spalding 
meeting at Buffalo. 

Mr. Spalding was responsible for the sug- 
gestion according to which representatives 
of all the leagues assembjed there to sug- 
gest changes in the playing rules where 
they might be needed. Much as the ham- 
mer might be played upon certain actions of 
Mr. Spalding, it is unreasonable to make 
him responsible for the assininities in the 
shape of ‘rules that have emanated from 
the Buffalo congregation. 

The rules of last year were considered 
practically all right and the real purpose 
of the meeting was supposed to be to reach 
an agreement to adopt a uniform code, In- 
stead, ithe conference starts out and inter- 
sects the playing field with imaginary lines 
of foul latitudes and fair longitudes, and 
would probably have thrown in a few 
isotherms and isobars for good luck and 
general mystification if they had known 


anything about them. 
Instead of straightening out tangled and 


knotty problems, the meeting has sailed in 
and surrounded each point with a maze 
of verbiage that is not to be threaded. 
Magnates, players and umpires alike de- 
nounce the suggested changes and it is cer- 
tain that if the code drawn up by the Buf- 
falo conference is to be submitted as the 
one to be followed by all leagues, no unti- 
versal set of rules will be established. 
President Ban Johnson of the American 
League has already denounced them and 
repudiates any intention of favoring them 
for his organization. 


MR. SPALDING’S RULES. 
Mr. Spa'ding’s reappearance in baseball 
is certainly not encouraging. If he should 
become president and the new rules agreed 
upon by his conference accepted,it would be 
a severe blow to the game. 


In two weeks or so definite results in 
the National League may be expected. The 
annual schedule. meeting of the league is 
due at that time and the various mem- 
bers of the fractured organization will 
| probably collect and come to some sort of 

agreement. It is impossible to believe that 

a compromise will not be reached, as it is 

financial suicide for several if the matter 
}is not adjusted. Rather than lose valuable 
| properties, some one of the eight is bound 
to weaken and fall on one side of the tug 
of war. 

That is the logic of the situation at least. 
Logic is not always the result of the «gi- 
tation of the baseball magnates’ gray mat- 
ter. A learned gentleman once wrote an 
article on the “Kelativity of Knowledge, ’' 
in which he says that theoretically a man 
might pass himself through a wa.l. All he 
would have to do to accomplish this woul. 
be to adjust the molecules of his body to 
the intestices between the mo.ecules of 
the brick and mortar. The only difficulty 
is to bring this. 

The same difficulty appears to bar the 
progress of an idea through the crania of 
certain hard-headed magnates. Theoreti- 
cally it is possible, but as a matter of 
demonstration it appears impossible. 

The next Lengue meeting. therefore, may 
not be as productive of harmony as reason 
would lead one to expect. In theory, how. 
ever, the National should settle its diffi- 
culties shortly.
